NEWS FROM FACULTY ON SABBATICAL LEAVE 
Three members of the college faculty who have been on sabbatical leave during 
the autumn semester will return to the campus in February, Dr. and Mrs. Willard 
Smith and Dean Luther B. Marchant. Dr. and Mrs. Howard Brinton will not return 
until September. 

Dr. Williard Smith wrote recendy from Hunt’s Cottage, Bentworth, Hampshire, 
England: 

“We can hardly realize that our days in this ‘enchanted cottage’ are numbered, 
that on January 5, we sail from Southampton for San Francisco via Panama. . . . 
How thrilled I have been to touch and see and taste this precious Isle, to hold in 
my hands Jane Austen’s witty letters, to touch with reverent fingers keys on an 
organ at Tewkesbury, once played by John Milton and to recall other not less 
memorable moments that crowd upon my remembrance. . . . English character 
has stolen in upon us from every side. Our little maid and the chore boy have 
taught us much. Service on Sundays in this twelfth century Norman church has 
been illuminating. Our contacts with the country ‘gentry’ in their hospitable 
homes, at political rallys on the eve of the great election and at meets of the 
Hampshire Hounds, (poor fox, he had my prayers each time) all these have filled 
in the oudine into something approaching three-dimentional realities. . . . Both 
of us have spoken before Winchester audiences. Mrs. Smith on the Pre-School 
experiments in America and I on American literature.” 
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Dean Marchant has written with equal enthusiasm about the musical oppor¬ 
tunities that have been his. He and Mrs. Marchant were guests at the concerts made 
possible in Paris through the generosity of Mrs. Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge. There 
they met again and heard the members of the London String Quartet, The Brosa 
Quartet and many other distinguished musicians, among them Abbado-Malipiero, 
who is just completing volume XIV of Monteverdi’s works. They attended the 
brilliant Revue Musicale given in honor of Mrs. Coolidge when she was awarded 
the Croix de Chevalier de la Legion d’honneur .- Dean Marchant has been studying 
with Jules Algier in Paris, but during his months of absence he has also found time 
for study and travel in the British Isles and southern Europe. 

Dr. and Mrs. Howard Brinton have spent the summer and the past semester at 
Woodbrooke Settlement, Selly Oak, Birmingham, where they have been lecturing 
and carrying on research in their chosen fields. Dr. Howard Brinton, Professor of 
Religion, returns to the United States for the spring term to lecture at his alma 
mater , Haverford College, during the absence of Dr. Rufus Jones in the Orient. He 
will, however, return to Woodbrooke for the summer term. Dr. Anna Brinton, 
Professor of Archaeology, spent the holidays in Italy, where she was collecting ma¬ 
terial for her lectures at Mills College and also for a monograph she is preparing. 
She will continue her teaching at Woodbrooke College during the spring semester. 

NEW COURSES OF STUDY 

Among the new courses of study to be offered at the College this spring are sev¬ 
eral in Botany, Zoology, Education, and Religion. Elementary Flora , (Botany 6) 
includes the study of common trees, shrubs, and flowers of the fields, roadsides and 
gardens. This two hour course is open to all students except Botany majors and has 
no prerequisites. There will be occasional field trips. Field Zoology, (Zoology 47- 
48) is a new course devoted to discussions and field work. It presupposes specified 
courses in Zoology and Biology. These courses will be offered by Professor McMinn 
and Dr. Jameson. 

Dr. John Louis Horn has announced a course (Education 44) especially designed 
to give foreign students an inclusive and detailed view of the American school 
system. There will be extensive visiting of schools, as well as background reading, 
formal reports and discussions. The course presupposes the completion of Principles 
of Education. 

Religious Education (Religion 54) includes a study of the religion of children in 
the light of child psychology and of recent developments in religious education. 
Miss Dorothy F. Wilson will give especial attention to the questions of training in 
morality and of teaching the Bible in the home, school, and voluntary organizations.
